The Applicant's contend that neither Akimoto nor Stewart disclose supplying a constant voltage to each of said plurality of pixels through a 
signal line during an illuminating state. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. As stated in the previous office action, Examiner 
acknowledges that Akimoto does not disclose this limitation. Stewart, however, clearly discloses this limitation. While Stewart's data line 
does offer dual functionality as a signal line during one period and as an electricity line during the illuminate period this does not negate 
the fact that Stewart does anticipate the claimed limitation. It seems evident to the Examiner that Stewart expressly disclsoes supplying a 
constant voltage thorugh a signa line during an illuminating state. As such the rejections are seen as sufficient and are thus maintained. 
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
